It W ere—House Pretends to Discuss the 
Indian Appropriation 11111. 
W ashington. Jan. 26.—Yesterday’s ses- 
•ion of the senate was characterized by 
a heated—almcs* aciü . jnious—discus­ 
sion of the flnancial question. For n ea r­ 
ly four hours the Teller resolution \va.s 
under 
consideration, 
the 
principal 
speeches being m ade by Allison, B erry 
of Arkansas, and Hoar. 
The sharpest 
colloquy was a t tim es indulged In be­ 
tween the advocates and the opponents 
of the resolution, the debate often a p ­ 
proaching bitterness. The feature of tlie 
discussion w as a specch delivered by 
Teller, the author of the resolution, his 
statem ents calling out a suggestion 
from H oar that he (Teller) ought to 
have them stricken from the record. 
In response to an inquiry by Spooner, 
Vest adm itted th a t he thought the sys­ 
tem of coinage referred to In the resolu­ 
tion m eant the free and unlim ited coin­ 
age of silver, that admission apparently 
giving satisfaction to the opponents of 
the m easure. 


AIUhoii ICuns Afoul of Tllliiian. 


In the debate on the Teller resolution 
Allison was the first speaker. 
Tillman 
asked Allison w hether he would say 
in term s th at the bond obligations of 
the governm ent were payable in silver. 
In reply Allison quoted tlie law, thal 
the bonds were payable in “coin;” but 
th at was not satisfactory to Tillman, 
who insisted upon an answ er yes or no. 
Allison declined to have words put into 
his m outh. 
In response to a question 
of Teller. Allison said he thought it 
would be proper for the secretary of the 
treasury to pay the obligations of the 
governm ent in either silver or gold, 
“but,” declared Allison, “the secretary 
of the treasury. If he is an honest man, 
in reaching his decision as to action 
upon th at point, m ust take into con­ 
sideration 
existing conditions, one of 
which is th at this governm ent is pledged 
to m aintain the gold and silver cu r­ 
rency of the country a t a parity." 


Vote of AlllMon Twenty Years Ago. 
T hat represents Allison’s position on 
the question. Berry of A rkansas, In an 
extended speech, declared the pending 
resolution w as precisely the sam e as 
th at 
for which Allison voted tw enty 
years ago. 
If it w as not a violation of 
public faith then,he m aintained It couM 
not be such now. 
One of the reasons 
why Berry was desirous of the passage 
of the resolution w as th at It would dis­ 
prove the charge lirought in 1896 that 
the Democratic party was composed of 
repudiatlonlsts and (llshonoral)le men. 


Aldrich inquired whether, In view of 
the fall in the price of silver. Berry 
believed the governm ent ought to take 
advantage of Its creditors and pay them 
In the ciieaper metal. 


B erry replied th at he was as much in 
favor of m aintaining the honor of th-^ 
country as the senator from Rhode Isl­ 
and. but he held th at the bondholders 
ought to be willing to live up to their 
contract and accept “coin" in paym ent, 
llerry Deiii(*M Any *‘IJnderstandiMg.’* 
Lodge said th at it was well u n d er­ 
stood th at the bond purchases were to 
be paid in gold as they paid gold for 
the lionds, and he quoted from a speech 
of Teller showing th at he (Teller) had 
the sam e idea. B erry denied th at there 
was such understanding and he would 
defy anybody to establish as a fact th at 
there was such. 


In the course of his rem arks Berry 
said th a t the country had liefore it the 
spectacle of a secretary of the treasury 
who w anted to redeem silver dollars in 
gold and firmly to fasten the gold stan d ­ 
ard upon the country, yet the president 
had not the nerve “to kick him out of 
the cabinet.”

what gold is worth. He was willing, he 
said, to have the people of the country 
pass upon that proposition. 


V est insisted th at the Maine senator’s 
rem arks had placed the advocates of 
the resolution in a false light. “ We are 
not m onom etallists,” said he, “but bi­ 
m etallists.” 


Allison asked Vest w hether he thought 
the Bland-Allison 
act 
in 
substantial 
compliance w ith he concurrent resolu­ 
tion of tw enty years ago. 


“This is no flnancial 
kindergarten,” 
said Vest. 
“The senator 
from 
lown 
ought to know w hat the Allison-Bland 
act m eant, because he fram ed it him ­ 
self.” 


“I w ant it understood,” W^’ared Alli­ 
son, “th at the resolution 
did n<«t 
mean free coinage of silver, as the se n a­ 
tors from Colorado and Mlésourl have 
both said that this resolution m eans. T 
w ant an answ er to my question, and if 
it requires a flnancial kindergarten to 
obtain an answ er I would like to have 
the senator from Missouri open such a 
school now.” 


Vest did not 
deem it necessary, he 
said, to extend the colloquy fu rth er at 
so late an hour. 


TTnder the parliam entary fiction of 
discussing the Indian appropriation bill 
the house devoted almost the entire day 
to a political debate In which the main 
question was w hether prosperity had 
come to the country as a result of the 
advent of the present adm inistration. 
As the speeches were limited to five 
m inutes each m any m em bers partici­ 
pated and partisan spirit kept the in­ 
terest keyed up tò a high pitch. 
The 
acrim ony which usually characterizes 
such debates was alm ost entli’ely a b ­ 
sent. but although good-natured some 
hard knocks were given and received. 
Smith, the delegate from Aiiztma, m ade 
an attack on the system of educating 
the Indians and W alker moved to strike­ 
out the appropriation for the Carlisle 
school. No vote was taken on the m o­ 
tion.

Teller took the floor and declared the 
resolution was a question of law and 
was met at once by Hoar, who dissented 
from the proposition and urged th at it 
had come now to a question of honor. 
“This is not a question of law," said he. 
“It Is the question of the violation of 
the public faith. 
Shylock had the law 
on his side for a good while, but no­ 
body supposed th at Shylock, without 
derogation of the rights of Antonio, 
could take the pound of ilesh.” 


Teller contended that he had quite as 
much regard for the national honor as 
had other m em bers of the senate. “I am 
getting tired,” shouted he, “of the posi­ 
tion asi^umed by certain senators here 
because they live in the eastern p art of 
the country. They are no more honest; 
they are no more strenuous In uphold­ 
ing the public honor than I am. 


“I want to say here and now th at 
believe in paying the debts of the gov­ 
ernm ent in silver even if that is the 
cheaper metal. 
The governm ent has 
the right to the difl’erence, according to 
its contract. The silver dollar which the 
gentlem an fri)m Iowa says Is as good as 
the gold dollar Is paid to the mechanic, 
the artisan and the laborer in liquida­ 
tion of obligations incurred with them, 
and I hold tliat the bond purchaser is 
no better than the man with the blis­ 
tered hand, and ought to be paid in the 
sam e 
money. 
The secretary 
of 
the 
treasury is now bound by law to regard 
the interests of the people, but th a t de­ 
partm ent hajp been m aking law to suit 
itself for tw enty years.” 


F airbanks arose and endeavored to 
propound a question to Teller. 
“Sit 
down,” cried the Colorado senator. “I’ve 
been badgered enough.” 


Hoar replied to Teller in a speech in 
which he deplored the ^remarkable ef­ 
fort'* of the Colorado senator. He con­ 
tended that the question was not one 
of legal power, but of honor and good 
faith. He would not say that the sena­ 
tor from Colorado had ”squirmed” out 
of he question, nor would he order him

I<ee Descrllws Tiling!* ut TInvaiia as Very 
Peaceful and Lovely. 


W ashington, Jan. 26.—The second te l­ 
egram from Consul General Lee 
re­ 
ceived a t the state departm ent yester­ 
day came a t 2 o’clock and w as carried 
by A ssistant Secretary Day over to the 
W hite House for the inform ation of the 
president. 
In this telegram G eneral 
Lee said th at the Maine had arrived at 
11 a. m. and had been received with 
every courtesy. 
The com m anders of 
the German and Spanish ships of w ar 
in the harbor had called upon the com ­ 
m ander of the Maine, who had returned 
their calls; the Spanish forts had fired 
salutes, .and all the cerem onies called 
for by naval etiquette had been ol)- 
served. 
In addition the consul general 
stated th at everything was tranquil In 
H avana. 


The departm ent ofTiclals have heard 
nothing ofllclally of any trouble or m is­ 
understanding between Consul General 
Lee and Secretary General Congosto 
and attach little Importance to the ru ­ 
m ors to that effect; in fact a pre.ss tele­ 
gram from H avana 
gives an official 
denial. 
It Is said at the navy d ep art­ 
m ent th at as m atters stand there is no 
call for further instructions at present 
to Captain Slgsbee, who Is perm itted to 
use his own discretion In dealing with 
the events of the day, although he has 
been enjoined to consult freely w ith 
Consul General Lee and was also m in­ 
utely instructed before he arrived at 
H avana as to the wishes of the secre­ 
tary of the navy. 


The Spanish minster, Senor D upuy de 
Lome, has little to say as to the Cuban 
status. He expresses much satl.sfactlon 
with the pre£?ent condition of affairs, all 
his advices indicating quiet at H avana 
and a hopeful outlook. 
The m inister 
received a long letter from Secretary 
General Congosto. Referring to the re­ 
cent riots Dr. Congosto states that they 
were m ade up largely of boys who were 
induced by a few pennies to en ter upon 
w hat they regarded as a harm less and 
rath er am using diversion. 
The m inis­ 
ter continues to look at the sending of 
the Maine to H avana as a friendly 
mea.sure, wholly w ithout significance 
as to the general condition of affairs. 
It is pointed out by Senor De Lome th at 
the absence of General Blanco from 
H avana shows conclusively th a t no dis­ 
turbance was apprehended and that this 
period of entire quiet was regarded as 
opportune for the return to the custom 
of having our ships In Cuban w aters.

If 
there are grauulatious and very serious 
inflammation, boil a teaspooufai of 
alum in a pint of water outii it is dis­ 
solved, then strain or filter as described 
aud apply with a camel’s hair brush 
several times a day. This is one of the 
most efficaoiouf of remedies. —-New 
Vork ledger.

expression “some few.” 
The Sun 
answered the criticism with this ad> 
▼ loe: 


Has be been reading an English 
IfTsmniBr? Then be has been reading 
a work by the side of which even a re­ 
port of the federal department of agri­ 
culture seems almost intelligible and 
valuable. There never was an Eng- 
lifh grammar that didn’t darken un­ 
derstanding. The whole pack of Eng­ 
lish grammar Is but a set of fossilized 
rales and other obiter dicta about this 
wonderful, Illimitable and passionately 
living speech. Use your English gram­ 
mar, If heaven has been po harsh to 
you as to give you one, for fuel In win­ 
ter, or for cigar lighters in the fur- 
Biceless and grateless months. Burn 
il! It is an Ignorant and presumptu­ 
ous heretic and sinner against our 
■•cred English speech. So you may 
grow In knowledge of that speech, and 
oe healthy and fortunate, not some few, 
but very many years. 


The Atlanta Constitution, a good au­ 
thority on good English, adds: 


Every word we have quoted from 
The Sun is the truth—as true In what 
Is implied as In what is charged. 
There Is nothing better calculated to 
oause a young mind to close itself reso­ 
lutely against all knowledge than the 
dreary task of trying to master those 
monuments of folly that arc called Eng­ 
lish grammar. There Is only one rea­ 
eon why a pupil cannot understand 
them, but that reason Is fatal to their 
usefulness. It is because they bear no 
just, or reasonable, or harmonious rela­ 
tion to the speech with which they pre­ 
tend to deal. 


The Grand Rapids Press says along 
the same line: 


The Press is heartily glad to have 
•uoh eminent indorsers of an opinion it 
has long .held on tiie subject. It will 
not say that children should not bo 
¿iven any Instruction in English gram- 
/mar,but it does not hesitate toailirmits 
belief that the great mass of so-called 
learning set forth In the text books on 
grammar Is rubbish. The rules of 
grammar essential to a correct use of 
the laoguage are very few, very plain 
and eaeilv understood, and a person 
may be able to speak and write cor­ 
rectly and gracefully and yet be unable 
to parse a single simple sentence. 


Thinking people long ago discovered 
that the mlsununderstandable rules of 
English grammar were as necessary to 
the use of good English as is a grand 
jury in heaven.

OBEAT ELEVATOR IS WIPED OUT.

Al«o G<i«h Up w ith Alany I^oniled Cars 
anti tlio Vtiloii T ransfer StAbles—Nino 
U ves Frobiibly Lost In th e Spoknno F ire 
—Five Certiiinly Dead. 
Bt. Louis, Jan. 26.—One of the most 
disastrous fires experienced In East St. 
Louis in many years .started about 9:40 
last night in the Union elevator, the 
largest building of its kind either here 
or in East S t Louis, and before It hat! 
burned, itsself out property to the esti­ 
mated value of $1,000,000 w'as destroyed. 
The elevator and its contents, supposed 
to be not far from 1,250,000 bushels of 
grain; 
the Chicago, 
Burlington and 
Quincy 
freight house adjoining, with 
ten carloads of merchandise: elghty- 
flve carloads of corn, and a number of 
small dwellings were burned, together 
with the stables of the St. Louis Trans­ 
fer company. 
The fire was discovered 
by the ^levator watchman some distance 
from the engine room. Before he could 
turn in an alarm the flames had got 
such a start, being fanned by a strong 
northwesterly ^vind, that they soon en-' 
veloped the whole building. 


Calle«! for Help from St. Louis. 


The elevator had a capacity of 1,250,- 
000 bushels and was about full of grain, 
a greater part of it being corn owned 
by St. Louis Arms. 
This made an in­ 
tensely hot Are and w'os soon ablaze all 
over, the strong wind sending sparks 
and burning embers for at least a quar­ 
ter of a mile. Before the fire had been 
burning an hour the elevator and its 
contents were doomed and the flames 
had spread to the Burlington freight 
house to the south, about SOO feet long. 
All the fire apparatus In the city of East 
St. Louis Nvas called to the scene, but 
no impression could be made on the Are 
and help was osked from St. Louis. 
Three engines were sent over and helped 
to keep the flames from spreading fur­ 
ther. 


Two lliin«lre(l Mornes Save«!. 


In the railroad yards between the ele­ 
vator and freight house were several 
hundred cars loaded 
with 
grain. 
A 
greater part of these were pulled out 
by switch engines and saved, but It is 
thoueht at leiist elghty-flve cars, each 
containing 500 bushels 
of 
corn, were 
burned. Across the street east from the 
elevator were a number 
of shanties. 
^bout tw elveof them went up In flame«, 
as well as the big stables of the S t 
Louis Transfer company. Fifteen out of 
the forty-five wagons, and all of the 200 
horses, with their harness, were saved. 
At midnight the fire was confined with­ 
in the limits named, but it will be many 
hours before It burns itself out.

The heaviest lowers are thought to bo 
the K. B. White Grain company, H. C. 
Haarstick Grain Commission company, 
and the Union Elevator company, which 
owned the bulk of the grain in the ele­ 
vator. 
The E. B. White company had 
just comi'leted the loading of elghty- 
flve cars of corn for shipment to New­ 
port New.s for export, and It Is thought 
some of them are among the cars de­ 
stroyed.

Spokane, Wash., Jan. 26.—Five lives 
and probably nine were lost Monday 
night in the fire In the Great Eastern 
block flre. They were: Miss Alice W il­ 
son, aged 18, employed as a hat trim­ 
mer; Maud Wilson, sUter of Alice, aged 
5 years; Miss Rose Smith, aged 20; Mrs. 
H. G. Davis, an elderly lady from N e­ 
braska City. Neb., who fell in descend­ 
ing from the fifth story and died at the 
hospital; W. B. Gordan, a mining en­ 
gineer and expert. 
Mrs. Cora Peters 
and daughters Ethel and Alma, aged 9 
and 7 years respectively, are misslng. 
It is also thought that her son Charles, 
aged 12 years, perished, but there are 
reports that he was saved and taken 
into the country by relatives. 


Mrs. Davies was living at her daugh­ 
ter’s, Mrs. J. T. Pronger. 
They 
had 
rooms on the fourth floor and were cut 
off from the stairway and flre escape. 
The firemen failed In their efforts to lift 
ladders to the fifth story, owing to a 
tangle of electric light and telephone 
wires. Pronger caught two large wires 
running up the outer wall of the build­ 
ing. 
He crawied down these to the 
fourth story and managed to catch the 
top of the swaying ladder. He descend­ 
ed to the ground and was followed back 
up the ladder by a fireman carrying a 
light ladder on his shoulder. This was 
connected to the large ladder. 


Mrs. Pronger c a i'fh t It and m ade It 
fast a t the other *»nd, and she then 
descended In safety. 
M eanwhile Mrs. 
Davies had tried to follow Pronger, but 
In the dense smoke she mi»sed the lad­ 
der. 
She eanie on down 
hand-over- 
liaud until she reached the second story. 
There she lust her hold and fell to the 
stone pavem ent. She was 72 years old.

None of the rem ains of those lost have 
been reeos ered. The four walls of the 
i)ig liuihiing remain intaet, and the flre 
ÍH stili buüiing in the hasement. In th at

This w as an incn-ase of 100 over 
the number of dolog-ates that attended 
the ilrst Indianapolis convention of a 
year ago. 
The hall proHented the ap­ 
pearance of a national convention of 
one of the two great political parties, 
the various delegates being Indicated 
by standards bearing the names of the 
various states. 
The private boxes and 
loggias 
were 
filled 
with handsomely 
dressed ladles, representing the wealth 
and culture of Indianapolis, and the 
hall w as tastefully decorated with na­ 
tional colors.

Two governors — Mount of Indiana 
and Shaw of Iowa—were the speakers 
a t the afternoon session. 
Mount deliv­ 
ered the speech of welcome and Shaw 
spoke for more than an hour on the 
gold standard and the retirement of the 
greenbacks. 
H e spoke to an audience 
of substantial business men who thor­ 
oughly appreciated his argument for an 
elastic currency based upon commercial 
assets. 
The delegates did not include 
m any bankers, but included m any men 
of large affair.s and some of national 
prominence.

General 
Simon B. Buckner, of K en­ 
tucky, the gold Dem ocratic candidate 
for vice president two years ago. There 
w as also General Charles Tracy, of A l­ 
bany, who used to represent the C leve­ 
land adm inistration in theflghts against 
free silver In congress.

The wretchfd rabbit is first driven 
into a hollow log or tree or bolo, as 
tho case may bo. Then the tw’ister cuts 
and triniH a suiiplo gad of suitahlo 
Icugth, iusorts it into the retreat and 
|)*:>keH about till he iculs the rabbit. The 
gad is then withdrawn, and it’s ten to 
one that a hair or two clinging to the 
end will prove that the rabbit bus bocu 
touched. The tw ister now makes a split 
ill the end of the gad, feels for tho prey 
again, and when the split is in the fur 
turns the gad steadily in one direction 
till a ilrni hold has been taken of the 
fur. The rabbit is then drugged out and 
disjjatchcd, if everything works just 
right. Too frequently things go wrong. 
A rabbit’s skin is very tender, and a 
rough handed twister juay twi.st off 
inches of skin and wads of fur before 
he thinks that he has secured a proper 
hold. 
Not seMom the agonized rabbit 
resists so strongly that the skin is torn 
off during the pulling process. 
The 
whole business savors too much of flay­ 
ing a beast alive to bo worthy of fur­ 
ther discussion. 


But in one instance tlio rabbit did 
not suffer. A clever youtii found a hole 
under a stum p and decided to tw ist tho 
hidden rab b it The stick took hold in 
excelleut stylo, the rabbit struggled 
bravely, but a powerful pull brought it 
forth w ith a bounce.

rious rabbit— in fact, the only one on 
record which wore a long, bushy tail 
and a black and w hite ooat, and, judg 
iug by the o<1or of it, it m ust have been 
iu that

Reform la Ancient Stuttgart. 


The questiou of tho nightly illnnii 
nation of tho old city was always a oou 
tosted one, and fiercely waged tho war 
faro between the dukes and the town 
authorities. 
It was Eberhard Ludwig 
who finally defied the doughty magis 
tratos and ordered that a nuniber of Ian 
terns should be supplied. The lanterns 
W'ero provided, but 
the m agistrates 
would not allow them to be lighted. A 
hot contest followed between the duke 
and the chief magistrate. The latter 
bad but one response for all the angry 
remonstrances of 
the duke, **Wben 
people should be brought into view be 
fore the eyes of night thieves, how easy 
it would bo for them to drag their vic­ 
tim s to a dark place, plunder and kil 
them !" Eberhard was obliged to give 
up his project. 


Duke Carl insisted (hat tho streets 
should bo lighted and carried his point 
but no sooner had L)o removed his resi 
douce to Ludwigsburg than complete 
darkness once more nightly settled over 
the titreets of Stuttgart. Iron pillars, to 
which shallow pans were attaclied 
were stationed at 
regular intervals 
along the streets. 
When, on extruordi 
nary occasions, illumination was allow 
ed, rosin and pitch were lighted in thu.so 
pans, and the tlickering flames only 
luiiUid weirdui*HH to the darUness that 
they were intended tu disKiiJiite. 


As lato as 1770 lanterns hung in the 
places designated by Duke Carl, but 
they burned not. 
The security of the 
citizens was above all else.—“ Stutt 
gart, ” by Klisu J. Allen, in Harjjer’
